Parcel  and  Sample  Post  to  Belgium. — 

The  parcel  post  service  to  Belgium  has  been 
restored,  the  rates  of  postage  being:  3  lb., 
28.  3d.;  7  lb.,  3s.  6d. ;  II  lb.,  4s.;  22  lb., 
6s.  6d.  Parcels  may  not  be  registered  or 
insured,  and  are  not  accepted  for  the  ex- 
press-delivery and  cash-on-delivery  ser- 
vices. Customs  charges,  if  any,  are  not 
collected  from  the  sender,  who  must  comply 
with  the  censorship-permit,  export-licensing 
and  currency-control  regulations.  The 
sample  post,  maximum  weight  i  lb.,  has 
been  restored  at  the  usual  rates  of  postage 
and  under  the  usual  conditions ;  sample 
packets  may  at  present  be  sent  only  under 
the  censorship-permit  system. 

Report  on  Artificial  Limbs.- — Praise  for 
the  artificial  limb  industry  is  given  in  a 
report  issued  on  July  20  by  a  departmental 
committee  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  set 
up  in  November  1944  to  consider  the  design, 
development  and  use  of  artificial  limbs.  The 
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report  points  out  that  Government  orders 
for  arms  must  be  placed  with  a  single  firm 
(Ideal  Limbs,  Ltd.)  and  at  present  only  one 
manufacturer  (J.  E.  Hanger  &  Co.,  Ltd.) 
can  accept  orders  for  artificial  legs.  The 
committee  expresses  doubt  whether  any 
material  advantage  would  result  from  a 
change  (e.g.  manufacture  by  the  Govern- 
ment) in  the  existing  arrangement.  "  In  the 
committee's  view — and  it  is  a  view  which 
has  not  been  widely  challenged — the  limb  at 
present  supplied  is  a  good  article,  and  the 
information  available  indicates  that  it  is  at 
least  as  good  as,  and  in  most  cases  a 
material  improvement  on,  the  limbs  avail- 
able in  other  countries." 

£io,ooo  Gift  for  Cancer  Research,— Mr. 

James  Morrison,  Sheffield,  has  donated 
;/^io,ooo  to  the  Sheffield  Radium  Centre  in 
memory  of  his  brother.  The  purpose  of  the 
gift  is  to  provide  a  fund  for  research  into 
the  radiotherapy  of  cancer. 

Transport  for  Sitting  Cases. — Agreement 
has  been  reached  between  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power 
under  which  local  authorities  may  provide 
petrol  to  private  persons  or  organisations 
with  whom  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  the  transport  of  patients  to  and  from 
hospitals,  etc.,  and  for  other  specified 
medical  purposes. 

Aid  to  China. — Supplies  of  vitamins  A 
and  D,  in  the  form  of  halibut-liver  oil,  have 
been  sent  to  assist  China  in  her  war  effort 
by  the  United  Aid  to  China  Fund.  As  a 
result  of  a  recent  appeal  for  funds  to 
employees  of  industrial  and  commercial 
undertakings,  ^16,279  has  been  received 
at  the  Fund's  headquarters,  57  New  Bond 
Street,  London,  W.i. 

Anti-queue  Conference. — A  conference 
with  the  object  of  preventing  queues  for 
food  is  being  convened  jointly  by  the 
National  Council  of  Women  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  Council  of  Retail  Distributors.  It 
will  take  place  at  the  Waldorf  Hotel, 
Aldwych,  London,  W.C.2,  at  10.30  a.m. 
on  August  2.  The  conference  will  be 
divided  into  two  sessions.  The  joint  chair- 
men are  Miss  Blanche  Randall  and  Captain 
L.  D.  Gammans,  M.P. 

Civilian  Air-letter  Service. — The  Post- 
master-General announces  that  sixpenny 
air  letters,  already  available  to  countries  of 
the  British  Empire  generally,  may  now  be 
sent  to  civilian  addresses  in  a  number  of 
non-Empire  countries  in  Africa  and  Asia. 
The  countries  are  Afghanistan,  Belgian 
Congo,  China  (unoccupied),  Cyrenaica,  Eri- 


trea, Ethiopia  (Abyssinia),  India  (Portu- 
guese), Lebanon,  Liberia,  Portuguese  East 
and  West  Africa,  Saudi  Arabia,  Somalia 
(Italian  Somahland),  Spanish  Guinea,  Syria 
and  Tripolitania. 

Eire  Wages  Recommendation. — On  July 
23  the  Eire  Wages  Advisory  Tribunal, 
sitting  in  Dublin,  heard  an  application  made 
by  the  Irish  Transport  and  General  Workers' 
Union  and  Irish  Union  of  Distributive 
Workers  and  Clerks  for  an  increased  bonus 
order  on  behalf  of  the  transport  and  clerical 
workers  employed  in  the  Eire  wholesale 
drug  trade.  The  workers  include  coopers, 
checkers,  assemblers,  packers  and  yardmen. 
There  was  no  opposition  from  the  employers, 
and  the  Tribunal  will  accordingly  make  a 
recommendation  to  the  Minister  for  Indus- 
try and  Commerce. 

Industrial  Charter. — A  conference  of  the 
Transport  and  General  Workers'  Union, 
held  recently,  in  Blackpool,  adopted  an 
"industrial  charter"  by  which  the  Union's 
executive  was  instructed  to  press  for  the 
principle  of  a  guaranteed  week  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  machinery  under  the 
Essential  Works  Order  that  provided  for 
the  right  of  appeal  against  dismissal.  The 
charter  called  for  a  progressive  reduction  in 
working  hours  and  an  elimination  of  over- 
time unless  absolutely  essential,  with  a  view 
to  arriving  at  a  standard  forty-hour  working 
week  without  reduction  of  wages ;  and 
establishment  of  the  principle  of  a  two- 
weeks'  annual  holiday  with  full  pay. 

Manchester  Golf. — The  Manchester  Phar- 
maceutical Golfing  Society's  annual  competi 
tion  for  the  Woolley  trophy  and  replica 
was  played  at  Chorlton  golf  club  on  July  25, 
when  members  and  their  ladies  were  the 
guests  of  James  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd 
The  leading  returns  were :  F.  C.  Baines,  72 
(winner  of  the  trophy) ;  2,  R.  Demaine,  78 
In  a  putting  competition  arranged  for  the 
ladies  the  results  were:  i,  Mrs.  Mandler 
2,  Mrs.  Oldham.  The  prizes  were  presente 
to  the  winners  by  Mrs.  S.  Watson,  wife  o 
Colonel  S.  Watson  (managing  director 
J.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.).  The  thanks 
of  the  members  were  expressed  by  Mr.  T 
Miller  and  acknowledged  by  Colonel  S 
Watson. 

Research  in  Universities. — The  Associa 
tion  of  University  Teachers  has  issued  « 
report  on  the  place  of  research  in  universitj 
life.  It  deplores  the  system  under  whicl 
research  workers  feel  compelled  to  publist 
prematurely  the  results  of  their  work 
while  members  of  university  staffs  an 
pressed  to  maintain  their  output  of  pub 
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'shed  work.  This,  it  considers,  might  tend 
o  increase  the  quantity  of  publications  at 
he  expense  of  quality.  University  research 
should  remain  free  and  untrammelled  by 
"xternal  control.  The  growing  tendency  of 
industries  and  individual  firms  to  subsidise 
ad  hoc  research  in  universities  on  their  own 
particular  problems  should  be  resisted 
before  it  results  in  commercial  domination 
"alien  to  the  true  university  spirit  and  to 
the  advancement  of  science  itself." 

Irish  Chemists'  Golf. — There  was  a  record 
turn-out  of  chemist  golfers  at  Newlands, 
CO.  Dublin,  on  July  i8,  when  the  Irish 
Chemists'  Golfing  Society  held  competitions 
for  prizes  presented  by  May,  Roberts 
(Ireland),  Ltd.,  and  Johnson  Bros.,  Ltd. 
The  winner  of  the  May,  Roberts  prize  in  an 
eighteen-holes  strokes  competition  was  Mr. 
M.  L.  Cashman  (i8),  70,  the  runner-up 
being  Mr.  J.  C.  Walshe  (20),  72.  Of  the 
Johnson  prizes  the  winner  in  an  eighteen- 
holes  bogey  contest  was  Mr.  J.  Drafiin  (12), 
4  down,  the  runner-up  being  Mr.  G.  T. 
Britton  (24),  4  down.  In  the  evening  the 
captain  (Mr.  Andy  Maher)  presided  over  the 
supper  at-  the  club-house,  at  which  Mr. 
A.  D.  Davidson  (a  director  of  Messrs.  May, 
Roberts)  and  Mr.  J.  Gorry,  Naas,  were 
among  those  present.  Thanks  to  the  donors 
of  the  prizes  were  passed  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Cashman,  seconded  by  Mr.  Martin 
Murphy.   Mr.  Davidson  replied. 

Pharmacists'  Water-sterilising  Duties. — 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Brighton  Corporation 
Public  Utilities  Committee  recently,  the 
water  engineer  reported  that  amongst 
provisions  made  for  ensuring  an  uninter- 
rupted supply  of  water  in  the  event  of 
invasion  or  serious  damage  to  the  mains 
during  the  war,  an  arrangement  had  been 
entered  into  with  a  number  of  local  phar- 
macists to  supervise  the  sterilisation  of 
emergency  water  supplies  from  private 
bore  holes,  etc.,  in  order  to  make  certain 
that  such  supplies  w^ere  continuously  f\t  for 
domestic  consumption.  The  president  and 
secretary  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical 
Association  (Messrs.  C.  V.  Brumwell  and 
A.  Wilson)  readily  agreed  to  undertake  the 
work  and  to  enlist  the  services  of  other  local 
chemists.  They  were  ably  assisted  by 
Messrs.  D.  W.  Hudson  (Paris  &  Greening) 
and  H.  B.  Mackie  (Brighton  Technical 
College).  An  able  team  of  workers  had  put 
in  much  time  in  familiarising  themselves 
with  the  requirements  and  making  up  the 
necessary  apparatus.  By  good  fortune,  the 
participants  in  the  service  were  never  called 
upon  to  carry  out  their  duties,  but  the 


Committee  considered  that  a  resolution  of 
thanks  was  called  for.  The  local  pharma- 
cists have  therefore  been  formally  thanked, 
and  given  an  appreciation  of  their  public- 
spirited  action.

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REPORT  ON  COMPANY  LAW  AMENDMENT 


A  RECOMMENDATION  that  the  fullest  prac- 
ticable disclosure  of  information  should  be 
required  concerning  the  activities  of  com- 
panies, coupled  with  an  expression  of 
confidence  in  the  system  of  limited  liability 
companies,  introduces  a  report  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  on  June  ii  by  a 
specially  appointed  committee,  and  later 
published  as  a  White  Paper  (Cmd.  6659). 
"We  are  satisfied,"  the  report  states, 
"that  the  great  majority  of  limited  com- 
panies, both  public  and  private,  are  honestly 
and  conscientiously  managed." 

Changes  recommended  by  the  Committee 
are  mainly  framed  with  the  objects  of 
ensuring  the  provision  of  information  to 
shareholders,  creditors  and  the  public,  and 
of  making  it  easier  for  shareholders  to  have 
effective  general  control.  "The  illusory 
nature  of  the  control  theoretically  exercised 
by  shareholders  over  directors  has  been 
accentuated  by  the  dispersion  of  capital 
among  an  increasing  number  of  small  share- 
holders who  pay  little  attention  to  their 
investments  so  long  as  satisfactory  divi- 
dends are  forthcoming."  The  following  are 
among  detailed  recommendations  made  by 
the  Committee : — 

Memorandum  and  Title 

1.  Binding-down  of  a  company  to  its 
memorandum  of  association  to  be  relaxed 
to  allow  the  company  the  same  powers  as 
an  individual. 

2.  Registrars  of  Companies  to  have 
unfettered  discretion,  subject  to  appeal  to 
Board  of  Trade,  to  reject  any  name  con- 
sidered calculated  to  mislead. 

Prospectuses 

3.  Written  consent  of  any  expert  to 
inclusion  in  a  prospectus  of  any  copy  of  or 
extract  from  or  summary  of  his  report,  in 
the  form  and  context  in  which  it  appears. 

4.  Applications  for  shares  in  a  new  issue 
to  be  irrevocable  for  a  period  of  three  days 
after  the  opening  of  the  lists. 

5.  More  detailed  information,  including 
"all  other  facts  known,  or  which  could  on 
reasonable  inquiry  have  been  known,  the 
omission  of  which  would  make  any  state- 
ment in  the  prospectus  misleading." 

6.  Disclosure  of  specified  details  about 
subsidiary  companies. 

7.  Directors  to  be  liable  to  pay  compensa- 
tion in  respect  of  false  statements  unless  it 
can  be  shown  that  they  had  cause  to  rely 
for  the  statements  upon  experts. 

8.  Subject  to  an  exemption  for  private 


companies  in  which  all  the  shares  ari 
beneficially  owned  by  the  persons  in  whosJ 
names  they  are  registered,  and  none  b^ 
another  company,  private  companies  to  b(l 
obliged  to  file  accounts. 

Private  Companies

14.  Powers  for  Board  of  Trade  to  investi^ 
gate  ownership  of  shares  in  a  company. 

15.  Greater  publicity  for  share  transac] 
tions  of  directors. 

16.  Amendment  of  the  existing  law  tcl 
provide  that  the  balance  sheet  shall  give  "  sj 
true  and  fair  view ' '  of  the  state  of  affairs  of 
a  company. 

17.  Extension  to  copies  of  the  profit  anc 
loss  or  income  and  expenditure  account  o\ 
the  requirement  that  it  shall  bear  the  signa] 
ture  of  two  directors.

Then,  on  the  initiative  of  the  Netherlands 
ociety  for  the  Advancement  of  Pharmacy,

The  Federation 
ad  as  its  object  the  promotion  of  pharmacy 
s  an  applied  science  or  a  profession  through 

ternational  channels  and  by  such  means 
s  practicable  uniformity  in  education, 
fficial  formulas,  and  analytical  standards, 
-t  consisted  of  three  classes  of  members — 
)rdinary,  honorary  and  corresponding — 
.ogether  with  associates.  In  191 1  the 
ederation  was  formally  constituted ;  its 
rst  meeting  was  held  on  September  25, 
912,  and  from  that  time  it  took  charge  of 
he  arrangements  for  the  continuance  of  the 
'ongress.  Many  of  your  readers  will 
emember  the  fourth  general  meeting  of  the 
ederation,  held  in  London  in  1923.  Your 


report  of  it  filled  nearly  twelve  pages, 
equivalent  to  about  twenty-four  of  your 
present  size.  It  was  symptomatic  of  the 
already  troubled  state  of  the  world  at  so 
short  a  distance  of  time  from  "the  war  to 
end  war"  that  only  about  fifty  delegates 
and  members  were  present:  you  described 
the  proceedings  as  "a  session  of  an  essen- 
tially practical  body,  a  small,  businesslike 
central  organisation  representative  of  all 
the  professional  associations  throughout  the 
globe."  Small  though  the  gathering  was, 
useful  discussions  on  pharmaceutical  nomen- 
clature, the  sale  of  proprietaries  and  other 
subjects  took  place.  The  diamond  jubilee 
meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  was  dovetailed  into  the  event, 
giving  the  combined  proceedings  an  unusual 
and  stimulating  character. 

Renewal  Desirable 

Conditions  in  Europe  during  recent  years 
have  hindered  the  work  of  the  Federation. 
Nevertheless  its  Bulletin,  started  soon  after 
the  war  of  19 14-18,  has  recorded  work  on 
nomenclature,  analysis,  education,  stan- 
dardisation, pharmacy  in  the  public  services 
and  other  subjects.  In  1934  ^  ships' 
formulary,  the  work  of  a  group  of  members, 
was  published.  In  the  following  year  the 
Federation  organised  the  twelfth  Inter- 
national Congress.  It  was  reported  by  the 
general  secretary  in  1937  that  the  ordinary 
members  were  derived  from  "about  thirty- 
eight"  national  associations.  The  Federa- 
tion intended  to  meet  in  Berlin  on  August 
28,  1939,  and,  if  memory  serves,  a  few 
British  pharmacists  were  to  have  been 
present ;  but  events  that  I  need  not  specify 
caused  the  abandonment  of  the  arrange- 
ments. In  the  circumstances,  it  was  as  well 
that  they  were  abandoned.  How  can  this 
international  bond  be  renewed  ?  The 
desirability  of  renewing  it  cannot  be 
questioned  :  in  science  it  is  accepted  that 
"patriotism  is  not  enough."  When  reading 
monographs  presented  at  meetings  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  either 
in  your  abstracts  or  in  full,  I  sometimes 
wonder  what  is  being  done  in  other  countries 
on  the  same  subjects  and  whether  such 
studies  cannot  be  co-ordinated  more  sys- 
tematically than  at  present.  So  far  as  my 
observation  goes,  abstracts  from  foreign 
scientific  journals  have  of  late  been  scarce 
— or,  in  official  language,  in  short  supply.  If 
men  of  science  are  insufficiently  in  contact 
with  each  other,  wasteful  overlapping  in 
research  becomes  inevitable.  XrOVSer

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Cosmetics  Trading  by  R.A.M.C.  Private. 

At  Birmingham,  recently,  Eric  Belcher,  a 
private  in  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps, 
was  fined  £^0  with  £^  5s.  costs,  after  plead- 
ing guilty  to  a  charge  of  evading  purchase 
tax  to  the  extent  of  ^1,628.  He  was  alleged 
to  have  had  a  turnover  on  sales  of  cosmetics 
of  £2>'7^'\  between  October  1943  and 
December  1944.  He  declared  he  was  un- 
aware it  was  illegal  to  deal  in  such  goods. 

Food  and  Drug  Summons  Dismissed.— ;A 

summons  against  Selfridge  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Oxford  Street,  London,  W.i,. for  selling  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  a  food 
("blackcurrant  nectarean  linctus")  not  of 
the  nature,  substance,  or  quality  demanded 
by  the  purchaser,  inasmuch  as  it  contained 
none  of  the  essential  constituents  of  black- 
currant, or  of  a  linctus,  was  dismissed  by 
the  magistrate  at  Marylebone  recently,  on 
the  ground  that  the  article  was  not  a 
food.  A  second  summons  for  labelling  the 
container  in  a  manner  calculated  to  mislead 
was  also  dismissed  on  the  same  ground. 
Prosecuting  solicitor  said  that,  according  to 
the  public  analyst,  there  was  no  vitamin  C 
in  the  product,  nor  was  there  any  black- 
currant juice  or  pulp.  The  magistrate  said 
he  thought  the  article  was  a  medicine  and 
not  a  food.  In  dismissing  the  summonses 
he  refused  costs,  saying  that  the  article 
was  sold  in  the  grocery  department,  where 
one  was  likely  to  find  food,  and  the  word 
linctus  was  written  so  small  that  a  great 
number  of  people  might  think  they  were 
buying  a  blackcurrant  food  or  drink.

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A  PRESENTATION  AT  MANCHESTER 


The  chairman  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  (Mr.  A.  Wall)  presided 
at  a  meeting  in  Manchester  on  July  ii,  at 
which  a  presentation  by  chemists  on  the 
Manchester  N.H.I,  panel  was  made  to  Mr. 
Johnson  Beal,  in  recognition  of  his  thirty- 
two  years'  service  on  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  (eighteen  as 
treasurer  and  four  years  as  chairman).  Mr. 
Wall  said  the  occasion  was  unique.  They 
had  met  to  honour  a  pharmacist  who  had 
given  of  his  best  in  the  service  of  pharmacy 
over  a  long  period  of  years.  He  had  earned 
the  respect  and  esteem  of  his  colleagues, 
and  they  united  in  sincerest  wishes  for  his 
future  health  and  well-being. 

Mr.  Mallinson  Speaks  of  the*  Future 

Mr.  G.  a.  Mallinson,  making  the 
presentation, '  said  Mr.  Beal  had  always 
taken  the  keenest  interest  in  all  matters 
connected  with  the  N.H.I,  dispensing  ser- 
vice, and  he  had  at  times  been  a  severe 
critic  of  headquarters.  Mr.  Mallinson 
recalled  many  incidents  of  the  inauguration 
of  the  N.H.I,  service,  and  his  work  as 
secretary  of  the  first  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee.  There  were  only  three 
survivors  of  that  original  committee.  He 
paid  a  warm  tribute  to  Mr.  Lilley  and 
Mr.  Dewhurst  (clerk  and  deputy  clerk 
to  the  Insurance  Committee  in  those 
days),  to  whom  he  was  indebted  for 
help  and  advice.  There  would  be  similar 
committees  in  the  coming  National  Health 
Service.  The  negotiating  committee  would 
press  for  adequate  recognition  of  pharma- 
cists' professional  services,  but  they  would 
have  to  fight  and  fight  hard  for  payments 
that  they  considered  adequate. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Haines  (vice-chairman  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee)  paid  a  warm 
tribute  to  Mr.  Beal  for  his  services  on  the 
Committee.  As  chairman  he  had  guided 
them  with  skill  and  wisdom,  the  fruit  of  his 
wide  experience.  One  secret  of  his  success 
had  been  the  quiet  humour  that  was  one 
of  his  marked  attributes. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Dewhurst  (clerk  to  the 
Insurance  Committee)  said  there  had  always 
been  a  close  and  friendly  co-operation 
between  his  Committee  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee.  He  was  satisfied  that 
confidence  between  doctors,  chemists  and 
the  Insurance  Committee  was  firmly 
established. 

Mr.  Mallinson  then  presented  Mr.  Beal 
with  a  chiming  clock,  suitably  inscribed, 
two  pipes,  and  a  cheque,  with  the  sincerest 


wishes  of  all  for  the  future  welfare  and 
happiness  of  himself  and  Mrs.  Beal. 

Mr.  Beal,  acknowledging,  thanked  Mr 
Mallinson  for  coming  from  London  to  make 
the  presentation,  and  Manchester  chemists 
for  their  generous  gifts.  He  warmly  appre 
ciated  their  expression  of  goodwill.  He  and 
Mrs.  Beal  were  celebrating  their  golden 
wedding  anniversary  in  August,  and  they 
would  associate  the  presentation  with  that 
event.  He  compared  conditions  in  the  early 
years  of  N.H.I,  dispensing  when  the  drug 
fund  was  largely  overspent  and  their 
amounts  discounted,  and  traced  the  develop- 
ments and  changes  that  had  taken  place 
down  to  the  present  time.  He  mentioned 
that  contributions  to  the  War  Distress 
Fund  by  chemists  in  Manchester  from  the 
id.-in-the-;^  scheme  since  its  introduction 
in  1941  had  amounted  to  £1,165  14s.  id. 
All  through  his  business  career  he  had 
worked  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
doctors,  and  he  advised  chemists  to  main- 
tain contact  with  medical  practitioners. 

BIRMINGHAM  ANALYST'S 
REPORT 

During  1944,  5,392  samples  of  foods  and 
drugs  were  examined,  of  which  495  were 
drugs.  Of  the  samples  of  drugs  forty  (8-i 
per  cent.)  were  incorrect.  Cautions  were 
given  but  no  further  action  was  taken; 
eighteen  of  the  cases  were  for  label  offences. 
One  sample  of  borax  contained  25  parts 
per  million  of  arsenious  oxide  instead  of 
5  p. p.m.  Two  samples  of  borax  and  honey 
were  deficient  in  borax  and  one  contained 
an  excess.  A  sample  of  cod-liver  oil  con- 
tained 60  per  cent,  castor  oil.  A  sample  of 
formalin  tablets  contained  no  formalin.  A 
sample  of  tincture  of  iodine  contained  14 
per  cent,  excess  of  potassium  iodide  but 
further  samples  taken  were  correct.  A 
kaolin  poultice  contained  an  excess  of 
52  per  cent,  boric  acid.  A  sample  of  lysol 
did  not  comply  with  the  B.P.  specification. 
One  sample  of  Parrish's  chemical  food  was 
deficient  in  calcium  phosphate,  in  another 
26  per  cent,  of  the  iron  present  was  in  an 
insoluble  form.  A  sample  of  saccharin 
tablets  contained  8-6  per  cent,  of  water- 
insoluble  matter  instead  of  5  per  cent.  A 
sample  of  senna  pods  contained  a  stone 
equal  to  5  per  cent,  of  the  i-oz.  sample. 
Three  samples  of  seidlitz  powders  were 
incorrect.  A  badly-mixed  sulphur  ointment 
contained  19  per  cent,  excess  of  sulphur. 
One  sample  of  zinc  ointment  was  11-4  per 
cent,  deficient  in  zinc  oxide.

SOUTH  AFRICAN  NOTES 


Local  D.D.T.  Production. — The  Minister 
of  Econoraic  Development  stated  recently 
in  the  South  African  Senate  that  for  the 
time  being  D.D.T.  was  to  be  produced  in 
South  Africa  by  the  Government  for  the 
use  of  the  military  authorities  only.  No 
arrangements  had  yet  been  made  in  the 
Union  for  the  sale  of  the  insecticide  to  the 
public.  As  in  other  Allied  countries,  the 
output  of  D.D.T.  was  strictly  reserved  by 
the  combined  chiefs  of  staff  for  military  use 
only.  When  the  restriction  was  lifted  the 
material  would  be  available  to  the  public. 

A  Scienti!ic  Glassware  Industry. — A  South 
African  company  is  now  manufacturing 
scientific  glassware  in  a  laboratory  in 
Johannesburg.  Prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
war,  research  workers  and  chemists  were 
able  to  buy  scientific  glassware  at  "throw- 
out"  prices  from  Germany,  Italy  and 
Japan.  The  glassware  industries  of  those 
countries  were  subsidised,  and  any  attempt 
to  establish  such  an  industry  in  Soutli 
Africa  would  have  been  out  of  the  question. 
However,  with  the  elimination  of  subsidised 
competition  from  Axis  sources,  and  in 
view  of  the  need  for  scientific  glassware  in 
the  Union,  South  African  industry  under- 
took production.  Test-tubes,  ampoules  and 
flasks,  produced  by  mass  production 
methods,  continue  to  be  imported  from 
England  and  America,  but  South  African 
manufacturers  are  able  to  hold  their  own 
m  the  making  of  blown  glassware.  Ajppara- 
tus  can  be  built  to  individual  workers' 
designs  and,  if  necessary,  under  their  own 
supervision.  Moreover,  steps  are  being 
taken  to  popularise  the  use  of  glass  pipes 
instead  of  steel  and  iron  in  the  processing  of 
milk  and  fruit  juices.  The  small  number  of 
skilled  glass-blowers  at  present  employed 
will,  of  course,  have  to  be  increased  if  the 
industry  is  to  make  progress. 

Companies  Blamed  for  Apprentice  Short- 
age,— In  the  South  African  House  of 
Assembly  recently  it  was  argued  that  the 
business  of  chemists  and  druggists  in  South 
Africa  was  falling  into  the  hands  of  a  few 
large  companies.  Such  monopolies  were 
stated  to  be  interested  only  in  profits, 
and  when  they  needed  a  chemist  they 
imported  him  from  overseas.  For  this 
reason  it  was  extremely  difficult  to  place 
students  who  had  been  trained  for  the 
profession  at  the  Potchefstroom  University 
College  or  Cape  Technical  College.  In  the 
legal  profession,  no  attorney  who  was 
the  head  of  a  trust  company  was  allowed 
to  practice,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the 


Pharmacy  Board  should  apply  the  same 
principle  and  eliminate  the  thirty-two 
managing  directors  from  its  register  of 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  should  also 
apply  a  quota  system  to  apprenticeship. 
In  reply,  a  practising  chemist  and  druggist 
(Mr.  Christie)  said  that  chemists  and  drug- 
gists in  South  Africa  were  not  dominated 
by  big  companies.  There  were  i,6oo  phar- 
macies in  the  Union.  The  tied  house  system 
did  exist,  but  he  would  be  surprised  if  more 
than  20  per  cent,  of  the  chemists  were  tied. 
The  system  was  bad  and  should  be  swept 
aside,  but  it  was  not  in  any  way  responsible 
for  the  shortage  of  apprentices.  Two  years 
ago  there  had  been  a  shortage,  but  now 
there  were  more  than  200  apprentices, 
because  the  Pharmacy  Board  and  the  vari- 
ous pharmaceutical  societies  had  pointed 
out  that  in  the  Cape,  which  was  worst-off 
in  that  respect,  chemists  were  not  doing 
their  duty  in  refusing  to  take  apprentices. 

Shortage  of  Teats. — There  has  been  a 
serious  shortage  of  teats  for  babies'  feeding- 
bottles  in  the  Union,  but  chemists  and 
druggists  hope  shortly  to  be  selling  new 
stocks,  following  the  receipt  of  consignments 
from  America.  Many  mothers  have  been 
blaming  the  Controller  of  Medical  Requi- 
sites for  refusing  import  permits,  but  it  has 
been  stated  officially  that  the  extent  of 
imports  is  governed  by  what  the  overseas 
authorities  can  allow  South  Africa  to  have. 
Late  in  1943  the  controller  agreed  to  accept 
applications  for  the  importation  of  teats 
based  on  imports  in  1939.  The  stocks  which 
were  applied  for  then  took  a  long  time  to 
arrive,  and  some  are  still  coming.  Their 
importation  was  governed  by  "certificates 
of  essentiality,"  which  were  granted  in 
South  Africa  as  stocks  became  available  in 
(xreat  Britain  and  America  for  export.  In 

1944,  certificates  of  essentiality  were 
granted  not  only  for  South  Africa's  1944 
quota  of  British  stocks,  but  for  the  Union's 
1945  share  as  well.  As  a  consequence,  no 
certificates  for  importation  of  Great  Brit- 
ain's 1945  stocks  were  being  granted.  Some 
of  the  imports  for  which  certificates  were 
granted  in  1944  were  still  arriving  in  May 

1945.  Some  chemists  and  druggists  who  had 
planned  to  order  the  bulk  of  their  imports 
from  Great  Britain  in  1945  asked  if  they 
might  switch  their  orders  to  the  United 
States,  but  the  Combined  Planning  Board 
overseas  ruled  that  existing  United  States 
orders  might  not  be  exceeded.  Those  who 
had  already  ordered  large  consignments 
from  America  were  more  fortunate. 
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SIGHT-TESTING

A*'nr~^HE  simplest  form  of  chart  is  a  piece 
I  of  cardboard  displaying  Snellen  letters 
JL  and  an  astigmatic  fan.  One  disadvan- 
tage of  relying  on  a  single  chart  of  this  type 
is  that  if  much  time  is  spent  on  the  6/6  line 
the  patient  may  unwittingly  memorise  the 
letters.  This  led  to  mounting  several  charts 

  _     on  a  revolving 

drum  in  order  to 
use  a  different 
chart  for  each 
eye. 

When  several 
charts  are 
mounted  in  this 
manner  at  least 
two  should  con- 
sist of  Snellen 
letters  and  one 
should  be  suit- 
able for  illiter- 
ates and  young 
children.  dis- 
playing common 
objects.  Dr. 
Pray's  chart,  in 
which  the  let- 
ters consist  of. 
parallel  lines 
drawn  at  various 
angles,  is  very 
useful  for  indi- 
cating the  pre- 
sence and  axis 
of  astigmatism 
when  dealing 
with  cases  of 
subnormal  in- 
telligence. The 
Snellen  letter  charts  should  have  not  only 
a  different  selection  of  letters,  but  also  a 
difference  in  the  lines,  either  in  the  number 
of  lines  or  in  the  sizes  of  type.  Thus  a 
malingerer  might  give  himself  away  by  read- 
ing, say,  the  fourth  line  from  the  bottom 
on  each  chart.  Such  combination  charts  are 
invariably  illuminated  by  dual  strip  lighting, 
which  is  more  even  and  efficient  than  the 
light  from  a  single  lamp.  Much  time  is 
wasted  with  these  charts,  because  many 
patients  persist  in  reading  as  many  letters 
as  possible  throughout  the  test,  blissfully 
ignoring  the  refractionist's  pointer. 

Internally  Illuminated  Charts 

Internally  illuminated  box  charts  save 
the  refractionist's  time  if  they  are  made  so 
that  only  one  line  of  letters  is  illuminated

at  once.  One  panel  of  the  chart  can  be  used 
for  a  duochrome  test;  the  test  makes  use 
of  the  chromatic  aberration  of  the  eye.  In 
its  simplest  form,  the  duochrome  test  con- 
sists of  two  panels,  one  red  and  one  green, 
each  containing  printed  letters.  The 
Colours  are  chosen  so  that  the  dominant 
wave-lengths  are  equidistant  on  each  side 
of  the  wave-length  to  which  the  eye  is 
most  sensitive. 

Instead  of  using  unrelated  letters,  the 
writer's  chart  displays  five-letter  words. 
The  word  stern  is  used  on  the  green  glass 
for  comparison  with  rents  on  the  red  glass. 
For  comparison  purposes  it  is  better  to  use 
the  same  letters,  although  their  arrange- 
ment is  different.  If  stern  is  seen  more 
distinctly  than  rents  the  plus  power  is 
too  low  (or  the  minus  too  high),  and  vice 
versa  if  rents  appears  clearer  than  stern. 
This  test  is  always  useful  when  the  exam- 
ination has  got  to  the  stage  at  which  the 
subject  is  not  sure  which  lens  gives  the  best 
vision.  The  most  suitable  lens  is  that  which 
makes  the  two  words  appear  to  be  equally 
distinct.  Everyone  encounters  the  patient 
who  tries  to  take  charge  of  the  examination 
by  asking  the  refractionist  to  "try  that 
other  lens  again,"  and  then  to  "  take  it  out 
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ain,"  and  this  can  continue  indefinitely 
ithout  getting  the  refractionist  much 
rther.  The  common  question,  "Is  that 
tter  or  worse?"  which  leads  to  this 
sition,  should  be  avoided  so  far  as  pos-

The  Ferree-Rand  projector  is  skilfully 
nstructed  and  dependable  in  use,  but  the 
"iter  has  always  felt  that  the  light  beam 
m  the  projector  may  be  a  little  distract- 
g  to  the  patient,  particularly  when  used 
th  reversed  charts,  as  the  rays  are  then 
fleeted  back  through  the  mirror  in  which 
e  patient  sees  the  letters. 
The  Turville  infinity  balance-charts  are 
complete  departure  from  all  other  types, 
ey  mark  the  introduction  of  an  entirely 
w  technique  in  sight-testing,  in  which 
e  patient  is  exercising  binocular  vision 
ring  the  test,  instead  of  having  one  eye 
eluded.  The  charts  are  viewed  through 
mirror  in  which  is  fitted  a  septum,  so 
at  some  letters  are  visible  to  the  right 
e  and  others  to  the  left,  while  part  of 
e  chart  is  seen  by  both  eyes,  providing 
fusion  lock.  All  refractionists  (one  hopes) 
^empt  to  correct  latent  errors  by  trying 
e  effect  of  binocular  additions  after  the 
bjective  monocular  test.  But,  unless 
e  Turville  I.B.  chart  is  used,  the  findings 
e  only  correct  if  the  latencies  are  equal  in 
ount  for  each  eye.  The  I.B.  test  makes 
possible  to  test  each  eye  separately.

BURMA  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

Thousands  of  sick  and  injured  civilians  in 
liberated  Burma  are  daily  receiving  medical 
attention  in  thirty-two  well-equipped  hos- 
pitals and  112  dispensaries,  run  by  the 
medical  services  of  the  British  Military 
Administration  of  Burma.  Patients,  who 
under  the  Japanese  were  lucky  to  receive 
a  soiled  bandage  or  dose  of  salts  as  hospital 
treatment,  and  paid  300  rupees  for  a  measure 
of  black-market  quinine,  now  get  free 
attention  from  350  experienced  medical 
officers  and  many  more  trained  nurses — 
mostly  Karen  and  Burmese  girls.  Every- 
where civilians  are  suffering  from  skin 
diseases  caused  by  shortage  of  soap  and 
clothing  under  Japanese  occupation,  beri- 
beri and  other  malnutrition  diseases,  while 
malaria  and  venereal  disease  have  increased. 

Many  Civilians  Injured 

Some  civilians  suffered  injuries  in  the 
fighting,  and  many  children  hurt  themselves 
playing  with  Japanese  hand-grenades  and 
weapons  left  behind.  In  Prome's  civic 
hospital  an  average  of  one  patient  a  day  is 
admitted  suffering  from  gun-shot  wounds  in 
dacoit  raids.  In  the  Yenangyaung  "ghost- 
town"  area,  where  the  oil  derricks  stand 
silent  and  deserted,  the  remaining  popula- 
tion— many  of  them  penniless— are  treated 
in  a  hospital  equipped  with  lights,  fans  and 
refrigerators.  The  modern  operating  theatre 
can  handle  major  surgical  cases  and  civilian 
patients  have  been  flown  in  to  Yenangyaung 
by  light  plane  from  Magwe  and  Thayetmyo. 
Rangoon  has  one  400-bed  hospital  and 
another  with  a  capacity  of  180,  about  to  be 
expanded  to  300.  There  are  eye,  ear,  nose, 
throat  and  dental  specialists'  departments, 
and  a  loo-bed  contagious-disease  hospital. 
A  V.D.  clinic  will  shortly  be  opened. 

Preventive  Medicine 

Many  patients  are  clothed  in  tattered 
rags  on  admission.  These  are  burnt  and 
new  loongyis  and  shirts  issued.  Large 
hospitals  have  their  own  maternity  wards. 
In  addition  to  treatment  for  the  sick  and 
injured,  extensive  preventive  vaccinations 
and  inoculations  are  being  carried  out  all 
over  liberated  Burma.  In  the  first  four 
months  of  this  year,  232,000  smallpox 
vaccinations  and  45,000  cholera  inoculations 
were  given.  One  million  doses  of  cholera 
vaccine  are  now  on  the  way  to  Burma  from 
the  United  Kingdom.  In  the  past  three 
years  the  Japanese,  although  abundantly 
supplied  with  drugs  and  medical  stores 
which  they  left  behind  in  huge  dumps,  did 
little  or  nothing  to  help  sick  civilians.

It  has  been  said  with  a  good  deal 
f  truth  that  the  importance  of  an  organisa- 
on  can  best  be  judged  by  the  extent  of 
s  research  and  on  that  basis  the  British 
harmaceutical  Conference  does  much  to 
lise  the  status  of  pharmacy.  Abstracts 
•om  the  papers  read  at  this  year's  Con- 
irence  have  already  been  published,  or 
ill  be  published,  in  The  Chemist  and 
)RUGGIST,  and  the  full  text  will,  as  usual, 
e  available  in  due  course  in  the  ' '  Quarterly 
ournal  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology." 
leanwhile,  we  desire  to  call  attention  to 
ommunications  which  seem  to  us  to  be  of 
articular  interest  and  with  which,  in  our 
pinion,  chemists  who  realise  the  importance 
f  current  developments  of  scientific  thought 
nd  research  will  find  it  well  worth  while 

0  make  themselves  acquainted.  Mr.  J.  M. 
lowson  has  studied  the  condition  of 
olyploidy  (multiplication  of  chromosomes) 

1  relation  to  the  alkaloid-producing  capa- 
ity  of  solanaceous  plants  used  in  medicine, 
nd   gives    some    remarkable    figures  of 

creased    alkaloidal   content   in  treated 
ecimens.     The   colchicine   treatment  of 
eeds     for    the    purpose      of  inducing 


polyploidy  has  been  discussed  at  some 
length  in  various  spheres,  but  in  Mr. 
Rowson's  paper  pharmacists  have  the 
complete  story  presented  in  a  lucid  manner 
as  it  concerns  plants  of  particular  interest 
to  themselves.  The  paper  on  adrenaline 
tartrate  by  Dr.  G.  E.  Foster  and  his 
colleagues  will  appeal  to  most  pharmacists 
who  have  found  the  instability  of  the 
ofiicial  solution  a  constant  source  of  trouble. 
The  contribution  by  Dr.  K.  Bullock,  done 
at  the  request  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
Commission,  on  the  determination  of 
lipase  in  pancreatin,  together  with  a  report 
on  commercial  pancreatin,  will  be  valued 
as  authoritative  advice  on  the  inclusion 
or  otherwise  of  an  assay  process  in  a  future 
B.P.  The  chemical  testing  of  antacids  bv- 
Messrs.  E.  H.  Johnson  and  J.  Duncan  is 
also  a  suggestive  paper  of  interest  to  those 
retailers  who  like  to  have  evidence  of  the 
way  in  which  their  products  act  and  the 
times  taken  to  obtain  effect  with  varying 
doses.  To  those  pharmacists  who  make  a 
hobby  of  microscopy  the  account  of  the 
structure  of  cardamom  seeds,  the  histology 
of  which  has  been  somewhat  cursorily 
treated  hitherto,  will  be  of  exceptional 
interest.  It  is  quite  probable  that  the 
return  to  more  normal  conditions  will 
result  in  an  increased  number  of  scientific 
papers  being  read  at  the  next  Conference. 
The  Conference  research  list  has  not  been 
revised  since  1939,  but  it  is  proposed  to 
give  attention  to  this  aspect  of  Conference 
organisation  in  the  near  future,  so  that 
members  may  have  access  to  an  up-to-date 
list  of  subjects  that  require  investigation. 

Company  Law  Reform 

The  recent  issue  of  a  White  Paper  recom- 
mending amendments  in  the  legislation 
governing  limited  liability  companies  sup- 
ports the  theory,  put  forward  by  one  of  the 
financial  columnists,  that  company  law 
falls  due  for  revision  about  every  fifteen 
years.  The  date  and  the  nature  of  the 
suggested  amendments  are  equally  note- 
worthy. It  will  be  recalled  that  the 
previous  overhaul  took  place  in  1929.  It 
was  preceded  in  1928  by  a  spate  of  new 
registrations  by  promoters  wishing  to  take 
advantage  of  the  then  existing  regulations. 
The  recent  termination  of  the  European  war. 
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and  the  accession  to  office  of  a  new  Govern- 
ment, make  the  present  a  more  than 
usually  opportune  time  for  re-examining  a 
body  of  legislation  that  is  bound  to  have  an 
important  bearing  on  the  nation's  industrial 
welfare.  Britain  stands  at  the  threshold  of 
a  difficult  period  of  reconstruction,  and  it  is 
important  that  the  machinery  of  trade  and 
commerce  should  be  smooth  and  efficient. 

Scope  of  Committee's  Inquiry 

The  committee,  which  was  set  up  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  in  June 
1943,  applied  itself  principally  to  consider 
"the  safeguards  afforded  for  investors  and 
for  the  public  interest."  There  was  no 
doubt  wisdom  in  its  decision  to  disregard 
developments  that  might  reasonably  be 
regarded  as  due  solely  to  the  war,  and  for 
that  reason  unlikely  to  remain  as  a  per- 
manent feature  of  company-law  structure. 
The  committee's  thirteen  members,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Justice  Cohen,  met 
forty-seven  times,  at  twenty-six  of  which 
oral  evidence  was  taken.  There  is  thus 
nothing  hasty  or  ill-considered  in  its  judg- 
ment that  the  great  majority  of  limited 
companies,  both  public  and  private,  have 
been  honestly  and  conscientiously  managed. 
In  this  respect  the  drug  trade  certainly  can 
claim  that  its  standing  is  as  high  as  that  of 
any  other  branch  of  industry. 

General  agreement  will  be  expressed  with 
the  Committee's  statement  that  the  system 
of  limited  liability  companies  is  essential  to 
the  prosperity  of  the  nation.  Equally  true 
is  its  observation — not  always  appreciated 
by  critics — that,  so  long  as  there  is  any 
flexibility  in  the  system,  opportunities  for 
abuse  are  bound  to  exist.  The  principal 
safeguard  is  publicity.  Practically  every- 
thing else  can,  in  the  main,  be  left  to  the 
"wakening  social  consciousness"  referred 
to  in  the  introduction  to  the  White  Paper. 
If,  however,  publicity  is  the  main  element 
in  securing  that  high  standards  of  business 
morality  are  maintained,  a  developing 
democracy  demands  safeguards  in  the 
affairs  of  companies,  as  in  political  issues, 
to  secure  that  the  management  is  under 
effective  general  control  of  the  shareholders. 
A  number  of  recommendations  by  the 
committee  are  designed  to  further  this 
object. 


One  other  principle  has  been  adopted.  I1 
is  that,  if  companies  which  are  improperl) 
or  dishonestly  conducted  are  to  be  brought 
to  book,  increased  power  must  be  vested  i 
the  Board  of  Trade  to  take  action  wher< 
necessary.  The  proposals  designed  t( 
bring  this  about  are  indicated  in  the  detailec 
recommendations  picked  out  for  specia 
notice  (see  p.  108).  Taken  as  a  whole,  th 
report  comprises  a  valuable  and  practice 
series  of  reforms,  which  there  is  little  doub 
will  be  put  into  the  framework  of  ne" 
legislation  at  an  early  date.  It  must  b 
borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  proposal 
are  concerned  only  with  the  mechanics  0 
company  law.  The  wider  issue  of  how  fa 
joint-stock  companies,  especially  thos 
forming  virtual  monopolies  or  linked  int 
powerful  cartels  or  "rings,"  are  responsibl 
for  the  see-saw  of  boom  and  slump,  was  no 
discussed.  It  may  be  anticipated  tha 
monopolies  will  be  the  subject  of  a  paralk 
investigation  in  the  near  future. 

A  Rejected  Policy 

As  the  forum  of  free  opinion  on  matte 
affecting  pharmacy  and  the  drug  trade, 
has  always  been  an  editorial  tradition  c 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  that  contribi 
tions  expressing  views  of  a  controversic 
character  are  not  rejected  simply  becau: 
they  may  not,  in  some  respects,  conform  t 
our  own  ideas  on  the  subject  dealt  witl 
If   th£   author's   views   are   of  sufficie 
general  interest  and  are  original,  althoug 
a  little  unusual,  they  are  favourably  co 
sidered  for  publication. 

We  were,  therefore,  not  surprised 
receive  correspondence  opposing  the  vie 
expressed  by"  the  contributor  of  t 
article,  "A  Practical  Policy  for  Today 
(C.  &-  D.,  July  7,  p.  10),  and  rejecting  t' 
proposals  put  forward  to  make  safe  th 
future  of  the  individual  pharmacist  i 
retail  practice.  We  publish  in  our  corre: 
pondence  columns  this  week  a  reply  froi 
a  well-known  pharmacist  which  reflects  t' 
general  opinion  expressed  on  the  subjec 
While  not  agreeing  with  all  the  points  ma ' 
in  this  straight-from-the-shoulder  respons 
we  believe  the  confidence  and  the  spirit  c 
independence  reflected  therein  will 
echoed  in  many  quarters  in  the  ranks  c 
independent  retail  pharmacy. 
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In  order  to  justify  the  necessity  for  his 
jroposed  "craft  co-operative  movement" 
he  author   of   "A   Practical   Policy  for 
Today"  tended,  in  our  opinion,  rather  to 
orce  and  exaggerate  the  hazards  that  lie 
head  for  the  proprietor-pharmacist.  He, 
he  proprietor-pharmacist,  is  to  be  sur- 
ounded  with  competition  (multiple,  co-op, 
nd  bazaar),  exploited,  and  eventually  to  be 
ut  out  of  business,  and,  individually,  he 
.  quite  incapable  of  doing  anything  about 
.  In  fact,  proprietor-pharmacists  may  as 
ell  put  up  the  shutters  forthwith,  for, 
■cording   to   the   author,    "they   face  a 
eater  risk  of  extermination   than  any 
her  kind  of  trader." 

To  avoid  this  untimely  and  disastrous 
d  to  over  a  hundred  years  of  useful 
rvice  to  the  public  and  to  maintain  their 
dependence,  the  author  recommends, 
mewhat  paradoxically,  that  proprietor- 
armacists  should  completely  sink  their 
entity  and  form  themselves  into  groups 
th  a  uniform  title  of  "National  Pharma- 
utical  Service,"  with  stereotyped  shops, 
iform  facias  and  window  displays, 
mmon  sales  organisations  and  common 
ols  for  dispensing.  Why  go  to  all  this 
ther  to  form  another  chain?  Why  not 
11  out  right  away  to  the  multiples?  It 
uld  probably  prove  more  satisfactory. 
We  believe  we  have  a  fairly  good  insight 
o  the  make-up  of  the  average  proprietor- 
armacist,  and  taking  the  most  optimistic 
tlook,  we  are  unable  to  visualise  the 
thor's  revolutionary  proposals  being 
ceptable  to  the  considerable  majority  of 
ose  concerned.  Assuming  the  unlikely, 
wever,  how  long  would  such  a  craft 
-operative  movement,  whether  it  be 
mposed  of  seven  or  seventy  pharmacists, 
rk  to  their  satisfaction  individually? 
due  course  the  proposed  pharmacy 
Is  in  each  town  would  no  doubt  link  up 
der  one  national  organisation  with  its 
vitable  board  of  control  and  direction, 
e  only  responsibility  left  to  the  pro- 
etor-pharmacist  appears  to  be  that  of 
uldering  the  financial  obligations  of  the 
siness. 

•ide  of  personal  achievement,  a  strong 
ire  to  maintain  his  full  independence, 
d  the  control  of  his  own  activities  and 
ection  of  his  business,  have  been  the 


outstanding  features  of  the  proprietor- 
pharmacist  ;  these  characteristics,  with  the 
service  he  provides,  have  been  the  structure 
on  which  he  has  achieved  success.  The 
advantage  and  value  of  personal  service 
in  pharmacy  is  an  indisputable  fact;  it  is 
recognised  and  appreciated  by  the  public. 
Even  if  such  an  established,  successful  and 
useful  system  were  thrown  overboard,  there 
would  quickly  arise  another  generation  of 
proprietor-pharmacists  to  carry  on  the 
tradition  and  reap  the  benefit  of  the  past ;  . 
for  if  there  is  one  fact  more  certain  than 
any  other  it  is  that  the  formation  of  a 
National  Pharmaceutical  Service  on  the 
lines  indicated  by  the  author  would  not 
achieve  the  "closed  shop"  for  pharmacy 
on  the  basis  of  trade  union  organisation. 
It  would,  on  the  other  hand,  create  further 
competition  from  within  pharmacy.

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SCIENCE  PAPERS  AT  THE  CONFERENCE 

[Continued  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  July  28,  p.  98) 

The  Chemical  Testing  of  Antacids 

By  E.  H.  Johnson  and  J.  Duncan 


The  authors  consider  that  a  need  exists 
for  a  standardised  chemical  procedure  to 
examine  the  efficac}^  of  antacids,  and  the 
purpose  of  their  paper  is  to  suggest  suitable 
chemical  tests  whereby  such  examination 
can  be  carried  out. 

The  paper  discusses  the  function  of  an 
antacid,  suggested  chemical  standards,  the 
effect  of  an  excessive  dose,  and  gives  details 
of  a  suggested  standardised  procedure  for 
the  determination  of  the  above-mentioned 
requirements  of  neutralising  power,  rate  of 
neutralisation  and  excess-dose  effect.  The 
tests,  the  results  of  which  are  given  in  the 
text,  were  carried  out  on  samples  of  antacids 
as  purchased,  and  indicate  the  effects  which 
these  substances  would  produce  as  admini- 
stered. Of  the  substances  tested  for  solu- 
bility, several  samples  of  aluminium 
hydroxide,  B.P.C.,  proved  to  be  insoluble 
and  were  therefore  found  useless  as  antacids. 
The  sample  of  aluminium  trisilicate  did  not 
exhibit  a  high  solubility.  The  equivalent 
doses  obtained  were  in  all  cases,  except  that 
of  alurninium  trisilicate,  within  the  range 
of  reasonable  dosage.  The  necessity  to 
increase  the  dosage  of  slowly-acting  ant- 


acids, in  order  to  reach  the  desired 
3-5  within  the  specified  time  of  fift 
minutes,  was  reflected  by  the  relatively  h 
equivalent  doses  of  these  substances, 
study  of  curves  diagrammatically  illustra 
showed  that,  with  the  exception  of  alu 
nium  hydroxide,  calcium  phosphate 
aluminium  trisilicate,  the  administratioi 
overdoses  of  all  the  other  substances  tes 
caused  a  sharp  rise  of  pn  to  well  above 
desired  level  of  3-5  to  4,  magnesium  ox 
particularly,  producing  a  pn  approact 
10.  Aluminium  trisilicate  and  calci 
phosphate  failed  to  control  the  pn  1 
enough  to  ensure  the  complete  inactivaf 
of  pepsin.

The  Assay  of  Alkaloidal  Galenicals  Using  the  Chromatograph 


Part  II.   Liquid  Extract  of  Ergot, 

By  G.  W. 

The  assay  for  liquid  extract  of  ergot 
described  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
1932,  gives  an  estimate  of  the  water-insolu- 
ble alkaloids  present  in  the  preparation. 
Since  the  introduction  of  the  assay,  the 
water-soluble  alkaloids  have  gained  a 
considerable  significance  and  new  processes 
for  their  assay  have  been  devised.  Methods 
of  assay  for  the  total  alkaloids  of  ergot 
preparations  have  been  put  forward  by 
Hampshire  and  Page  and  by  Allport  and 
Jones.  The  method  described  by  Hamp- 
shire and  Page  employs  a  continuous  process 
of  extraction  using  a  Watkins  extractor 
and  ether  as  the  solvent.  They  recommend 
a  six-hour  extraction.  In  the  method  of 
Allport  and  Jones,  extraction  is  carred  out 
using  ether  and  acetone  to  remove  the  alka- 
loids from  an  extract  made  alkaline  and 
treated  with  saturated  salt  solution.  It 
has  been  found  in  this  process  that  an  emul-

by  the  tartaric  acid  solution.  T^he  columns 
are  shown  in  the  diagram. 

The  columns  of  liquid  extract  of  ergot, 
B.P.  1932,  and  liquid  extract  of  ergot,  B.P. 
1914,  were  strikingly  different.  The  latter 
extract  gave  a  brown  band  which  occu- 
pied about  three-quarters  of  the  column. 
The  eluting  liquid  used  was  acetone,  and 
the  method  was  as  described  for  the  B.P., 
1932,  extract. 

The  results  obtained  were  slightly  higher 
than  those  obtained  by  the  method  of 
Hampshire  and  Page,  and  the  process  of 
chromatography  can  be  completed  in  about 
half  an  hour  under  a  moderate  vacuum 
eliminating  the  six-hour  extraction  process.

Comparison  of  Methods  of  Analysis  of  Euflavine  Gauze,  with  Observations 
on  the  Effect  of  Sterilisation

"thod  of  experiment,  and  it  was  found 
at  high-blank  determination  in  Hall  and 
well's  method  may  be  due  to  the  pressure 
iron,  which  is  removed  during  an  actual 
alysis,  and  does  not  cause  errors.

The    method    is    as    follows :  Extract 
ut  25  gm.,  accurately  weighed,  for  four 
urs  or  until  extraction  is  complete,  in 
apparatus  for  continuous  extraction, 
th  alcohol  (95  per  cent.),  acidified  with 
"drochloric  acid  (2  mils  of  dilute  hydro- 
loric  acid  in  250  mils  of  alcohol) .  Distil  the 
lution  until  it  measures  about  30  mils, 
dd  50  mils  of  water  and  heat  to  about  80° 
90°  C.  Transfer  to  a  separator,  rinse  the 


flask  with  small  quantities  of  water.  Add 
25  mils  of  chloroform  and  shake  gently. 
Allow  the  chloroform  to  separate  and 
complete  the  removal  of  fatty  impurities 
by  extracting  with  two  further  portions  of 
25  mils  of  chloroform.  Wash  the  combined 
chloroform  extracts  with  two  successive 
quantities  of  10  mils  of  water  acidified  with 
one  or  two  drops  of  dilute  hydrochloric 
acid,  contained  in  a  second  and  a  third 
separator.  Break  any  emulsions  with  about 
5  mils  of  alcohol.  Evaporate  the  combined 
aqueous  solutions  to  about  40  mils.  If  clear, 
and  containing  no  more  than  a  little  insol- 
uble matter,  and  a  few  cotton  threads, 
transfer  to  a  graduated  flask,  dilute  with 
water  to  50  mils  and  allow  impurities  to 
settle.  If  necessary  filter  through  a  sintered 
glass  or  Gooch  crucible  before  making  up 
to  volume.  Transfer  25  mils  to  a  loo-mil 
beaker,  add  10  mils  of  a  filtered  saturated 
solution  of  picric  acid,  mix  and  place  on 
ice  for  at  least  an  hour.  Transfer  the  pre- 
cipitate to  a  sintered  glass  crucible  (Pyrex 
SF2A3),  using  dilute  picric  acid  solution 
(5  mils  of  a  saturated  solution  in  100  mils 
of  water),  followed  by  about  10  mils  of 
ice-cold  water.  Dry  at  loo"^  C.  The  weight 
of  the  precipitate,  multiplied  by  0-573,  is 
the  weight  of  euflavine  taken,  assuming 
this  to  be  diamino-io-methylacridinium 
chloride.  Since  euflavine  also  contains 
diaminoacridine  chloride,  of  lower  mole- 
cular weight,  the  result  is  actually  about 
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1-3  per  cent,  too  high,  but  it  is  normally 
customary  to  make  no  correction  for  this. 
All  the  authors'  results,  except  those  on 
the  commercial  samples,  contain  the 
appropriate  correction,  since  the  powder 
from  which  the  solutions  were  made  was 
assayed  by  the  B.P.C.  process,  which  makes 
the  usual  assumption.  The  authors  discuss 
sampling  difficulties  and  propose  that  not  less 
than  three  25-gm.  samples  should  be  used. 
With  regard  to  sterilisation  the  authors 
state  that  the  substantial  loss  found  by 
Ellis  was  not  their  experience.    It  seems.

Cardamom  :  Structural  and  Numerical  Feature  of  the  Tests,  including  their 
Combined  Application  for  Diagnostic  Purposes

The  gross  morphology  and  histology  of  the 
seeds  of  Elettaria  Cardamomum  Maton,  var. 
minuscula  Burkill,  have  been  described  by 
several  authors,  but  those  of  the  seeds  of 
other  kinds  of  cardamom  have  usually  been 
cursorily  treated.  Tschirch  and  Schad, 
however,  describe  the  seeds  of  several  kinds 
of  cardamom  in  more  detail  and  give 
drawings  of  the  transverse  sections  of  the 
seed-coats.  Their  account  is  not  entirely 
satisfactory  and  provides  insufficient  infor- 
mation to  enable  one  to  distinguish  between 
the  varieties  with  certainty,  either  in  the 
form  of  powder  or  even  by  visual  inspection. 

Consequently,  the  gross  morphology  and 
histology  of  the  seeds  of  eight  kinds  of 
cardamom  have  been  re-investigated,  and 
information  has  been  obtained  which  can 
be  used  in  support  of  the  numerical  results 
described  in  a  previous  communication. 
The  two  methods  taken  together  afford  a 
reliable  means  of  identifying  and  dis- 
tinguishing six  kinds  of  cardamom ;  this 
information  has  been  summarised  in  the 
form  of  tables.  The  usefulness  of  the 
tables  has  been  illustrated  by  their  applica- 
tion to  the  identification  and  detection  of 
adulteration  in  two  commercial  samples  of 
whole  seeds  and  one  of  powdered  seed. 
The  various  kinds  of  cardamom  seeds  exam- 
ined were  closely  similar  in  size,  colour  and 
general  structure.  The  main  differences 
occured  in  (i)  the  odour  and  taste;  (2)  the 
surface  markings  as  seen  with  a  hand-lens ; 
and  (3)  the  microscopy  of  the  seed  coat. 
In  the  paper  the  seeds  of  Elettaria  Car- 
damomum Maton,  var.  miniscula  Burkill, 
are  fully  described,  whereas  for  the  other 
varieties  the  distinguishing  features  of 
gross  morphology,  together  with  the  histo- 
logy of  the  testa,  are  the  only  features  des- 
cribed. For  the  histological  work,  seeds  of 
each  kind  of  cardamom  were  soaked  in  water

for  about  a  week  and,  if  necessary,  stored 
in  a  mixture  of  alcohol  (30  per  cent.)  and 
glycerin,  and  sections  of  each  were  made. 
In  addition  to  examining  sections  the  form 
of  the  individual  cells  was  further  studied 
by  macerating  whole  seeds  in  hot  5  per 
cent,  solution  of  potassium  hydroxide  for 
one  hour,  teasing  out  in  a  slide  and  exam- 
ining microscopically.  The  powder  of  each 
kind  was  also  examined  by  mounting  in 
reagents  such  as  chloral  hydrate  solution, 
and  phloroglucin  and  hydrochloric  acid. 

Summarising,  the  author  states  that  it 
has  been  shown  that  the  species  of  A  momum 
and  Aframomum  studied  can  be  distin- 
guished from  the  species  of  Elettaria  by 
the  odour  and  taste,  and  by  the  surface 
characters  of  the  testa,  especially  the 
presence  or  absence  of  transverse  rugae,  the 
number  of  which,  in  the  length  of  the  seed, 
is  also  characteristic.  The  histology  of 
each  kind  of  seed  has  been  described,  and 
the  main  differences  have  been  shown  to 
occur  in  the  testa.  The  arrangement  and 
nature  of  the  tissues  of  the  testa  are  iden- 
tical in  the  five  kinds  of  Elettaria  examined : 
the  corresponding  features  of  the  species  of 
Amomurn  and  Aframomum,  however,  show 
certain  differences  from  those  in  Elettaria, 
chiefly  in  the  presence  of  more  or  less  deeply 
pigmented  parenchyma,  and  of  yellow  to 
yellowish-brown  epidermal  cell  walls.  The 
results  of  these  morphological  studies  have 
been  combined  with  the  numerical  results 
described  in  the  previous  communication 
to  form  tables  for  identifying  the  seeds  of 
six  commercial  varieties  of  cardamom, 
either  whole  or  in  powder.  The  method 
outlined  in  the  tables  has  been  successfully 
applied  to  the  identification  and  detection 
of  adulteration  in  samples  of  cardamom.

Abernethy,  J.  T.  Nicholl,  J.  W.  Gray, 
James  McDowell  and  Walter  Tate. 

Deputy  to  Secretary 

The  names  of  Mr.  McGregor  and  Mr.  Tate 
were  added  to  the  committee  (the  president, 
vice-president  and  Mr.  Nicholl)  appointed 
to  make  out  a  short  list  of  the  applicants 
for  the  post  of  deputy  to  the  secretary. 
Mr.  Donaghy  moved  and  Mr.  McGregor 
seconded  the  following  resolution;  "That 
the  appointment  of  a  deputy  to  the  secre- 
tary be  deferred  until  September ;  that  the 
position  be  re-advertised  in  the  "News- 
Letter,"  "Northern  Whig,"  "Belfast  Tele- 
graph" and  The  Chemist  and  Druggist;

Regulations  Under  Pharmacy  Act 

On  consideration  of  the  adoption  of  the 
regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Home 
Affairs  under  Sections  30  and  32  of  the 
Medicines,  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act 
(Northern  Ireland),  1945,  it  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  McGregor  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Nicholl  that  the  regulations  should  be 
adopted,  but  after  discussion  an  amendment 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  McDowell  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Donaghy  that  the  matter 
should  be  held  over  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Council.  A  vote  showed  five  for  and 
five  against,  and  the  President  gave  his 
casting  vote  in  favour  of  deferment. 


It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  McGregor, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Nicholl,  and  passed, 
that  the  following  substances  should  be 
added  to  the  Seventh  Schedule :  Diphenyl- 
hydantoin  ;  its  salts  ;  its  acyl  'derivatives ; 
their  salts.  2-Thiouracil.  Thiourea ;  its 
salts. 

It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  McGregor, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Gray,  and  passed,  that 
oestrogenic  substances  (natural  and  artifi- 
cial) should  remain  in  the  Seventh  Schedule. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion,  it  was  arranged 
that  the  September  meeting  of  the  Council 
should  be  held  at  11  a.m.  on  Friday, 
September  7.  (There  will  be  no  meeting  in 
August.)  The  Council  accepted  an  invita- 
tion of  the  Londonderry  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion to  a  meeting  in  that  City  on  Sep- 
tember 13.

Apart  from  a  significant  amount  of  export 
inquiry,  which  cannot  readily  be  turned 
into  business  at  present,  conditions  on  the 
drug  and  chemical  markets  are  without 
appreciable  change.  At  this  time  of  year 
markets  generally  take  on  a  dull  tone,  due 
to  the  absence  of  principals  on  holiday,  and 
the  tendency  is  accentuated  under  present 
conditions  by  the  prevailing  shortage  of 
supplies.  Few  comments  are  available  so 
far  in  market  circles  on  the  change  of 
Government,  most  dealers  preferring  to 
await  developments  before  attempting  to 
assess  the  eftects  of  the  election  results  on 
business.  Price  changes  that  have  occurred 
during  the  week  under  review  are  also  few, 
and  the  market  is  featureless.  Among  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals,  business  has 
been  of  a  routine  character,  and  at  un- 
changed prices. 

Business  in  Crude  Drugs  has  continued 
on  the  quiet,  steady  note  reported  through- 
out the  past  month,  with  values  fully 
maintained.  Indian  Belladonna  root  is 
not  easy  to  find.  Cloves  is  quiet  and 
a  shade  easier.  Gum  acacia  is  un- 
changed. It  is  understood  that  supplies  of 
Russian  Henbane  have  been  cleared. 
Brazilian  Menthol  is  steady  at  the  last- 
quoted  rate.  Official  quotations  for  Mer- 
cury are  unchanged ;  the  position  of  the 
metal  in  the  United  States  is  reported 
obscure,  with  the  price  easier.  A  fair 
selection  of  Myrrh  may  be  obtained  at 
present,  at  prices  varying  widely  according 
to  grade.  No  improvement  is  discernible  in 
Nutmegs  which  continue  to  be  quoted  at 
nominal  prices.  A  good  business  is  reported 
in  QuiLLAiA  bark.  Previous  prices  are 
reported  for  Seeds,  with  quiet  conditions 
obtaining  for  all  varieties.  Some  medium 
grades  of  Tragacanth  are  reduced  in  price. 

Business  in  Essential  Oils  has  again 
been  severely  limited,  with  no  price 
changes.  The  oils  now  available  outside  the 
Control  scheme  are  being  offered  at  high 
prices,  but  the  quantities  involved  are 
insignificant.  The  Minister  of  Food  an- 
nounces that  there  will  be  no  changes  in 
existing  prices  of  unrefined  oils  and  fats 
and  technical  animal  fats  allocated  to 
primary  wholesalers  and  large  trade  users 
during  the  four  weeks  ending  September  i.

Mr.  John  McMillan  (whose  business  became 
John  McMillan,  Ltd.,  St.  George's  Cross, 
Glasgow)  who  first  made  the  syrup.  As  a 
former  assistant  of  Messrs.  McMillan,  I 
learned  that  Professor  Easton  was  a  regular 
caller  at  the  St.  George's  Cross  Pharmacy, 
and  freely  collaborated.  Some  of  your 
older  readers,  or  the  files  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist,  might  enlighten  us  as  to 
the  association.  Did  the  "inky"  taste  of 
Easton' s  syrup — still  an  unsolved  problem 
— concern  them  a  little?

A  Practical  Policy  for  Pharmacists 

Sir, — Mr.  Ross-Mansell,  in  putting  his 
case  for  "A  Practical  Policy  for  Today" 
(C.  &-  D.,  July  7,  p.  lo),  bases  his  argument 
on  the  following  premise:  "Proprietor- 
pharmacists  face  greater  risk  of  extermina- 
tion than  any  other  kind  of  trader."  This 
statement  must  be  very  discouraging  to 
young  pharmacists  who  aspire  to  be  pro- 
prietors, and  is  likely  to  induce  many  of 
them  to  seek  shelter  under  the  big  umbrella 
of  the  multiples  and  co-ops,  or  to  take 
sanctuary  in  the  cloistered  serenity  of  a 
hospital  dispensary  or  manufacturing  labora- 
tory, though  no  doubt  this  was  not  Mr. 
Ross-Mansell's  intention  when  writing  his 
article.  It  is  necessary  to  examine  the 
statement  in  the  light  of  cold  facts.  It 
would  probably  be  nearer  the  truth  if  the 
word  "less"  were  substituted  for  the  word 
"greater."  The  proprietor-pharmacist  has 
always  enjoyed  a  unique  position  among 
his  fellow  traders.  He  does  not  merely  sell 
goods.  He  is  looked  to  for  guidance  and 
service.  His  advice  is  sought  on  all  kinds  of 
problems,  and  if  he  is  willing  to  give  service 
to  those  who  ask  for  it  he  can  soon  make 
himself  persona  grata  to  his  clientele.  If  he 
is  not  willing  to  do  this,  he  can  still  Carry  on 
successfully  as  a  business  man  facing  the 
ordinary  risks  of  extermination  common  to 
other  traders.  The  history  of  retail  pharm- 
acy during  the  last  forty  years  lends  no 
support  to  any  such  theory,  and  the  notion 
that  "a  co-operative  pooling  of  services, 


with  uniform  window  displays,  facias,  and 
so  far  as  possible  shop-fronts"  is  essential 
to  survival,  should  be  set  to  music  by  a 
Sir  Arthur  Sullivan.  The  advice  which  I 
shoiild  give  to  a  young  master  pharmacist 
would  be  this:  i.  Keep  your  premises 
clean  and  tidy,  and  your  dispensary  the 
best  you  can  make  it.  2.  Aim  at  supplying 
all  reasonable  requirements  of  your  cus- 
tomers so  far  as  conditions  permit.  3.  Make 
sure  of  unfailing  courtesy  to  customers  on 
the  part  of  your  staff  and  yourself.  Reserve 
your  spleen  for  commercial  travellers. 
They  are  used  to  it  and  will  come  again. 
4.  Don't  begrudge  the  little  gratis  services 
such  as  weighing  babies  and  removing 
foreign  bodies  from  eyelids.  5.  Don't 
expect  to  make  a  living  out  of  dispensing.! 
This  will  only  be  about  10  to  20  per  cent,  ofl 
your  turnover,  and  you  will  be  expected  to' 
subsidise  it  as  we  have  done  for  the  past 
thirty-three  years.  This  means  that  you' 
must  be  a  competent  man  of  business  asi 
well  as  a  dispenser  of  medicines.  6.  Expunge 
the  word  "Extermination"  from  your 
vocabulary,  except  in  regard  to  cold  feet.

DYESTUFF  AS  DETECTIVE 

Pipe-lines  carrying  fuel  to  the  Allied  armies 
in  Europe  along  the  bed  of  the  Channel 
were  naturally  of  sturdy  construction,  but 
none  the  less  susceptible  to  damage  from 
such  objects  as  ships'  anchors.  The  precise 
location  of  the  damage  not  being  known, 
no  method  was  available  for  accurate  detec- 
tion, such  as  would  enable  divers  to  be  sent 
down  to  effect  repairs.  The  Petroleum 
Warfare  Department  recalled  that  the  dye- 
stuff  fluorescein  LT  was  used  to  assist  in 
rescuing  airmen  forced  down  on  the  sea. 
Large  coloured  patches  on  the  sea's  sur- 
face, caused  by  the  dye,  were  visible  at  a 
great  distance  to  patrolling  ships  or  air- 
craft. Why  should  not  fluorescein  solution 
be  pumped  through  the  damaged  pipe  until 
it  emerged  on  the  sea's  surface  and  so  reveal 
the  presence  of  the  fracture  ?  Experiments 
were  carried  out  by  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.,  Slough,  Bucks,  and  a  suit- 
able solution  was  evolved  that  would  rise 
to  the  surface  without  mixing  with  the  sea 
water.  Arrangements  were  made  to  try  it 
out  in  the  damaged  pipe-lines.  In  spite  of 
intensely  cold  weather,  which  froze  the 
ingredients  in  their  containers  and  choked 
the  pumps  with  ice,  the  experiment  was 
entirely  successful.
